RELIGIOUS SOCIETY 

OF FRIENDS 

The Religious Society of Friends — often called Quakers 
— is a small religious body having a world-wide membership 
of approximately 200,000 persons, of whom 125,000 are in 
the United States. Like other Christian fellowships, it 
embraces a broad range of emphases in the areas of faith 
and practice, but for the most part Friends are marked by 
their emphasis on the direct religious experience of the indi- 
vidual In the Society of Friends authority is not vested in 
a hierarchy; major decisions are made by the group. 

Like science, Quakerism depends on experience, in this 
case inner experience. Whereas science directs its attention 
to the external world over which it seeks to achieve control, 
the Society of Friends seeks inward discipline and harmony 
as prerequisites to outward peace. This search does not 
induce withdrawal from the ordinary life of society. William 
Penn expressed the ideal in this sentence: "True godliness 
does not turn men out of the world but enables them to live 
better in it, and excites their endeavors to mend it." 

THE 

AMERICAN FRIENDS 

SERVICE COMMITTEE / 

The American Friends Service Committee, as an out- 
growth of the Society of Friends, is a contemporary expres- 
sion of this religious belief. Through service for the 'common 
good, the AFSC bears witness to the unity and interdepend- 
ence — economically, socially, morally, and spiritually— of all 
mankind. One of the original committee members wrote in 
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1917: **In this time of national and world crisis, which is no 
less a crisis in the Kingdom of God, the dominant impulse is 
that of service." 

Tliat committee member also wrote that, "Everyone 
asks: What can /, what can we, do to help, not only in over- 
coming the evil effects of wars, but in preventing war's 
recurrence?" More than forty years later the same question 
is still asked. War is a disease and today nuclear war 
threatens mankinds extinction. A lone person often feels 
there is nothing he can do; the AFSC tries to show that with 
others he can perhaps make some headway. 

The very nature of the American Friends Service Com- 
mittee precludes a rigid, hierarchical structure. Yet even as 
an adventure of the spirit, if people are to work usefully 
together, organization is necessary, and an AFSC structure 
has been gradually evolving. Beginning with a staff of two 
in 1917, there are now several hundred employed workers 
in the various offices as well as a host of volunteers. What 
began as a single center in Philadelphia consists now of 
eleven regional offices and several other area offices from 
coast to coast. In the mid -twenties the Service Committee 
was incorporated, first in Pennsylvania and later in Dela- 
ware, with the broad purpose of engaging in religious, chari- 
table, social, philanthropic, and relief work in the United 
States and in foreign countries on behalf of the Religions 
Society of Friends. All members of the corporation are 
Quakers as are their elected member o: the board of direc- 
tors, thirty-nine in number. With *he directors rests the 
responsibility to take up, continue, enlarge, decrease, or lay 
down programs. The executive secretary, also a Friend, is 
responsible to the board of directo s for carrying out its 
decisions. A high percentage of the organization's executive 
staff members are Friends, active in their Meetings and in 
the affairs of the Societ'y of Friends. 

The Committees overseas field appointees are volun- 
teers, serving generally for two years at a time, occasionally 
longer. Participation has always been open to persons not 
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in membership with the Society of Friends, but sympathetic 
with its principles. These men and women have added 
different kinds of spiritual gifts, and a constant effort has 
been made to conserve the wisdom derived from differing 
abilities and points of view within a basic area of agreement. 

Most important in AFSC workers is the quality of their 
commitment as individuals. The nature of the program 
sometimes demands special training and experience but there 
has always been room for concerned and sensitive spirits > 
especially for men and women possessed of what one English 
Quaker characterized as "divine ordinariness." 

The Committee's expenses are met by contributions 
from members of the Society of Friends; from the wider 
American public in sympathy with Quaker efforts or with 
one or another aspect of them; in some circumstances from 
governments and intergovernmental agencies in areas where 
work is carried out; and, in recent years, from philanthropic 
foundations and corporations. 



AFSC PHILOSOPHY and PROGRAM 

Over the years, the Committee has sought to give 
expression to its aims and philosophy. The most recent effort 
grew out of a comprehensive review of AFSC program and 
practice, carried out by the board of directors in 1960 and 
1961. Their report included the following paragraphs: 

At its beginning > as today, the AFSC was, a movement con- 
cerned for the expression and implementation of the Quaker 
peace testimony as an integral part of our v hole understanding of 
the Gospel. It took the form of relief to refugees and other war 
victims. This feature has continued, hut with varying needs and 
in various locations. It has offered Friends and like-minded per- 
sons an outlet for their service in behalf of the principle of peace. 
Other channels have appeared, all of them connected with this 
aspect of Quakerism* The present five program divisions — Com- 
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munity Relations, International Affairs, International Service, 
Peace Education, and Youth Services — are all seen as expressions 
and implementation of the same basic concern. 

Our concept of service has broadened over the years to 
include efforts to prevent violence as well as to counteract its 
effects, but the roots have remained constant, nourished by our 
religious faith and our desire to serve God more fully. We see a 
basic unity in all our efforts, whether they be directed to saving 
lives, or changing them, or refusing to be party to their destruc- 
tion. It is all of a piece and cannot be divided. It seeks to show 
the whole relevance of the life and teaching of Jesus to present- 
day life. 

This unity of purpose requires us to have a point of view on 
the great issues of the day. We are not neutral. We work for a 
world society that is n on violently ordered and in which men are 
neither debased nor exploited for any reason or for any purpose. 
We work for it because we think it is the kind of world God 
intends men to live in. 

The AFSC has not interpreted the Quaker peace testimony 
as a purely individual and negative matter. We are a community 
impelled by the conviction that it is God's will for men to do no 
grievous hurt to the personality of other sons of God nor prepare 
to do so, and by a belief in the practical relevance of love as 
taught by Jesus, Like other testimonies it is built upon individual 
sense of duty and upon personal abstention from what conscience 
forbids. It does not end there, any more than did Quaker objec- 
tion to slavery limit itself to individual clearness from slave 
owning. Friends, then and now, have felt responsibility to act 
collectively as well as individually, ar'l to inform their own 
members and the general public of their concern. 

The AFSC does not seek to advance any particular political 
theory. It believes that nonviolent attitudes and practices would 
create their own beneficent result w'thin any system. Out of its 
faith in the unique and finest values of our national way of life, 
it does undertake to sustain and strengthen these values for the 
benefit of all. It is concerned with those freedoms which are 
both the cause and the effect of man's responsible behavior. 

This is the Committee's philosophy of service, suggest- 
ing why it has gone beyond emergency relief to involve 
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itself in the great problems of the social order and why it 
constantly endeavors to bring love to bear in their solution. 

The AFSC is an instrument of communication, small 
scale rather than mass, but at its best, deep communication. 
All of its programs explore the requirements of a non vio- 
lently ordered society, or experiment with approaches to its 
realization, The Committee tries to examine candidly the 
implications of its religious pacifist insights, and to offer 
opportunities to those holding other responsible beliefs to 
challenge them. 

The Committee brings this philosophy to bear in two 
problem areas particularly: race relations and international 
order. It does so, first, because its faith that Christ's message 
can speak to the affairs of nations is as deep as the conviction 
that it speaks to the affairs of individuals, and second, 
because it feels the need is greatest where the gulfs are 
widest.

It has sup- 
ported experiments in nonviolence and public witness 
because these reflect the individual's conscientious assump- 
tion of responsibility at a time when apathy prevails. 
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The Committee is encouraged by the fact that the inde- 
pendence of its position, the vigor of its criticism, and the 
pioneering quality of its experiments have never in its forty- 
five year history prevented the development of sustained 
and fruitful cooperation with other voluntary agencies, with 
the American government, and with international organiza- 
tions. A unique expression of the confidence others have felt 
in the work of the Committee may be seen in the award of 
the 1947 Nobel Peace Prize jointly to the American Friends 
Service Committee and to its British counterpart, the Friends 
Service Council. 

Many AFSC programs have evolved and continue to 
evolve with a sustained relationship to some element of our 
government, as for example, the International Cooperation 
Administration (now AID); the Department of State; the 
Department of Justice; the Department of Agriculture; 
the Department of Health, Education and Welfare; and the 
Bureau of Indian Affairs. The AFSC has also cooperated 
with Church World Service, with the National Catholic 
Welfare Conference, with a number of Jewish service bodies, 
and with the service agencies of the Mennonites and the 
Brethren. Its work has also been closely related to inter- 
national agencies such as the United Nations Relief for 
Palestine Refugees (now UNRWA ), the U.N. Korean Recon- 
struction Agency, and the United Nations High Commis- 
sioner for Refugees. It works closely with the Secretariat of 
the United Nations and with many /ssembly delegates. The 
AFSC is now working on behalf of Algerian refugees with 
the League of Red Cross Societies and the Red Crescent 
Societies in North Africa. We n cognize the increased 
breadth of service made possible through such cooperation 
with public and voluntary agencies, and appreciate the con- 
fidence in the American Friends Sen-ice Committee which 
this reflects* 
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SUMMARY OF PROGRAMS 

In order to provide insight into the scope and outreach 
of the AFSC, a representative list of programs undertaken 
by the Committee in its first forty-five years is provided 
below. This is a summary list and makes no effort to detail 
many individual programs that have been undertaken, espe- 
cially in the Committee's regional offices. It does, however, 
illustrate the long-standing policy of the AFSC to pick up 
and lay down program as needs shift or work is devolved on 
others. Responsibility for these decisions rests ultimately 
with the board of directors, but the process is facilitated by 
the work of a representative Program Priorities Committee, 
and by the periodic reviews and evaluations of regional 
office committees and national program division committees.

Southern Rhodesia Election Set 

After considerable vacillation* the Southern Rhodesia Parliament has been dis- 
solved and elections set for December 14th. The now constitution coma, into effect 
with the* dissolving of Parliament* 

Although some of the new parties formed after the ban on 7LAPV declared choir in- 
tent to contest the election* none can new do so, as the deadline for nominations is 
past and no candidates for new parties filed tor election. 

The UFP and the Khodesian Front are contesting ,all of the SO upper roll Feats 
And the 15 lover roll seats* (In one upper roll seat the UFP candidate is standing as 
an Independent.) The K? is a ri^ht~vin£ coalition of splinter groups led by Winston 
Field, fern-r leader ot the opposition in the Federal Ass^ably. 

The enly other party participating in the election is the Central Africa Tarty, 
a swall, liberal £toup. They have one upper roll candidate and 13 lower roll contes- 
tants. There is also a sprinkling of Independents in the field* 

The F.F is campaigning on just one insue -- no forced integration. They wish to 
keep the h<':na Apr or tionn.ent Act, which divides Southern Rhodesia into white and black 
areas, but they are v.'illing to have nonracial areas established for those who wish to 
live in ;-:*c tally integrated cun\:runities. They feel that the new fianchire prevUionc 
arc trj Hb.-tal, but it is doubtful ii : there is any constitutional way they can be 
ui-tdu no/v strict. 

The LTl> pre~l&es to repeal the Land Apportionment Act and to legislate ajainst 

racial d j .st r irrinatie-a in public placet;. They believe they can best deal with the 
force 5 o* nationalise by gradual African advancement. In a burst of enthusiasm in 
op-TTii.e the c.vr.paien f Sir Key Keiensky made the improbable declaration that if Cith- 
ern RhuJ. sia can jurt hold on for another two or three years the battle against pan- 
African i:;r.i will be wen,

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UNI? Wins Mass Support 

The bare reporting of seats won obscures the fact of mass support. for UNIT. 
To analyze the c lee Lion returns for party support, the national constituencies may 
he Ignored, as merely swelling the totals, and the 14 upper roll and 15 lower roll 
const ituenrKs considered. This will include one vote for every registered voter 
with the exception of the fifteenth upper roll constituency where the election was 
postponed- 

Of these 29 seats, 13 went to the UFP, 13 to UNIP, and three to ANC. There 
were 107,000 valid votes c/ibt for these seats. Sixty per cent of thes-c votes went 
to riUP, 21% to UFP t 16% to ANC, and 3% to Independents and minor parties* 

The disparity in seats won in relation to popular vote is largely due to the 
much smaller number of voters in the upper roll constituencies* The combined margin 
of victory for l\\ r IP on just two large lower roll constituencies in the Copperbclt 
totaled more than all of the votes cast for the UFP in all 29 constituencies* 

One of the UFP myths is that they arc supported by a large body cf "moderate" 
Africans* The" Nyasaiend election ended that nyth there, and now the oauic has been 
done in Northern Rhodesia, It is customary, when parties are selective as to whore 
they enter candidates % that they run for office in the constituencies where they 
are strongest. The UFP entered candidates in only four lower roll constituencies* 
These four cnen received a grand total of 180 votes. 

Another clear-cut result from the election is that four out of five voters 
voted for candidates committed to termination of the Federation of Khodesia and 
NyasnlanJ, 

Purpose of the Constitution Defeated 

The supposed purpose of the national seats was to weight the Legislative Coun- 
cil with ireir-bcrs obtaining support from both races. No such persons were elected. 
Both AN'C and M\\\V worked hard to woo European support with a campaign stressing 
moderation. The UFP fought a "hate UN IP" campaign, led by Sir Roy Wvlencky an.' sup- 
ported by the Territory's only daily newspaper, which successfully drove wavering 
white voters into the UFP Coir;), apparently convinced that the time had not yet ar- 
rived to be eh accommodation with African political aspirations . 

As clearly shown by the voting in the national constituencies, the result v;.\s 
strictly racial voting, Tn the two national constituencies where candidates were 
elected* it was done not by support across racial lines because of confidence in 
the candidates but by cooperation of parties with diarc :tr icaily opposed policies.

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One lesson that should be learned frora the election is that, whereas ideally 
a constitution reflects the best in the society it serves, it is too much to expect 
a constitution to ren.akc a society. 

What Next? 

Although the new constitution has become an instrument for tremendous advance 
in African participation in Government * it do* ft not change the basic constitution- 
al status ci Northern Rhodesia* The Governor, now Sir Evelyn Hone, continues to be 
the source of all executive authority. One of the Governor's many powers is the 
right to appoint any number of members of the Legislative Council t although he would 
rot norrually be expected to appoint norc than one or two* 

The Legislative Council will be made up of the 34 member fl elected October 30th* 
plus those elected Dec rir.be r 10th, plus six civil servants holding certain official 
posts, plus any additional nominees of the Governor* 

The AKC is in a strong bargaining position in relation to the XT? and UN'IP* as 
a coalition with either r party would £iw a majority of the elected marchers. This 
deal has no*? been made with UN IP, and it is pi esutr.ed the Governor will ask the 
UUIP-ANC coalition to form a Government soon after the December 10th elections. 

It is an uneasy coalition, not because of basic policy differences between the 
part it- s but because of mistrust of personalities on both slides, However* ANC powr 
will largely end with the formation of the Government as there are apt to be, and 
can be at any time necessary, sufficient official ir.easbcrs and nominated members to 
maintain the GcvcrnnunL with UN IP Legislative Council votes alone, even if AKC 
should later on choose to vote with the UFP# 

It is most unlikely* however > that Northern Rhodesia can gain a respite from 
pressure for more constitutional change, t^o matter how stable the Government, I.tcth 
UNIP and A"C are committed to immediate constitutional advance to transfer power 
from the Governor to a parliament, to broaden the franchise* and to establish a 
legislature reflecting more accurately the more than 30-1 African-European popula- 
tion ratio.

The deadlock on constitutions! advancement for Southern Rhodesia continues. The 
election which will put the new constitution into effect vos originally scheduled for 
October hut has now been postponed i;ut il eo^o indefinite time next year, perhaps 
March* TJii ^ constitution, giving Africans the possibility of about 17 seat? in a 
parliament d 65 mere- eis, \:as drai-.'n up a c a conference yi th representatives of fuur 
local political parts or* and the British Government, Tho Dominion Party (right -wi ng) , 
now a part of the Rhode sian Front, never approved the constitution* The National 
Democratic Party (African nationalist), now the Zir.babve African People's Union, 
first accepted some parts of the plan but then rejected it completely* The Central 
Africa Party (liberal) accepted the constitution, but has now rejected it because 
they feel that new security legislation violates the spirit of the constitutional 
This leaves tho United l-'cde-rnl Party, ths party In power, as the only 



agreement:. jhis leaves tue United l-'cde-rnl ratty, 
local participant in the conference which. stl*i s 



supports the new constitution. 

Last month, in an unprecedented move, church leaders, including the Roman Catho- 
lic Archbishop as well as Protestants, made a public call for a conference of polit- 
ical lcauevs to roconridor constitutional advance and other problems facing Southern 
Rhode, sia. The public request was followed by one public race ting, large newspaper ad- 

vertifcrrp^s, and a mailing requesting support from numerous organizations. There 
\;uo litLiC public response. 

The F- im^ Minister responded, with an air of injured innocence, that the church 
leader:: di^h^t need to ir.ai;r* such a public declaration, and that he would be felad to 
talh to th'jn or anyone else anytime, he fol loved up vrith a forthright statement in 
Parliament that there- was no possibility of any change in the constitution before iLs 
implementation by the election. 

ZAPU replied that they v/ere willing to sit in on a new constitutional conference 
if it vere chaired by a represent nti ve of trie British Government and if they coulc 
attend as equals with the "minority control" Southern Rhodesian Government. 

Meanwhile, ZAFU declares that they Trill make it impossible for the new conrtitu- 
tion to be implemented. The;' have successfully frustrated the Government's effort to 
enroll a l::rge mnbtr of Africa it voters. (There are about 10^000 Africans nov on the 
roll i; our of a Government estimated potential of 70,000. There were hetter than 
I. iQ\.)i) on the old roll.) They have not disci or-ed the means they intend to use to keep 
the fir.:: t i lutl on from ^oin>; into effect* Although ZATU could cau'»e a r;reot deal of 
trouble, it it unli!el.y they could prevent a determined Southern Kh.odesian Government 
from holding an election. 

Violence Mounts 

In the context of ZAVU opposition to the m-;; constitution and increasing frustra- 
tion within the AiricaJi community, Southern Khodesia is facing a rajh of vide.-nread 
violence 1 * There were far mce-'e ire idea ts of violence in tho month of Aujyivt U;u\ in 
any previous month, an J the tempo of incidents has speeded up during the firt.t h^tf 
of Septerher. 

There have been a number of cases of arson f mostly minor and largely confined to 
African ar*as, unsuccessful attempt?; at dcruiline trains and dynamiting bridges, ston- 
inp^i, Yo^dhlotV.f;, cutting of telephone cable?, etc- The more serious attempts, fe.u-h 
ch the d: i*r":;tin^, huve been carried out in an inept vay and have been largely ui.jlic- 
crssiuh The incident*' are in both urban and rural areas. 

It is re.ir. rhahle th::t in so many incident:, thero h;:~ been so little loss oi life 
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and property. One African vas killed by police gunfire in a riot a few days a~o, mid 
there have hern a couple of Africans killed in apparently politically inspired car- 
ders* A few Africans have been injured in the course of petrol bomb attacks on their 
hor.es- Tiit* r.ost extensive property ihunage was a $23,000 fire* 

\>ho is responsible for the violence? Although ZAPU gets a great deal of the 
blame, they deny all responsibility. It is possible that these events stimulate one 
another airo:^ r.orc irresponsibl e roi.-bers of the African cerxnimity* There is no evi- 
dence of centralized planning or pattern of method. Some of the violence fs obvious* 
ly related to a split in the African labor niovc^ont, so^e directed against Africans 
vho era police reservists or members of the UFP, some vithout any obvious motivation. 

Three organizations of unhnovm sire find composition have secretly distributed 
leaflets in nrl^n African townships. These have called thenselves the Ffaihabre 
Liberation A;ry t Zimbabwe Liberation Front and the Zimbabwe African Hit Ulux Klan. 
0'ivbabv?c in the current African iv-ro for Southern Rhodesia. Northern Hhcdesia is 
Xaubia, and Nyasaland is Milaui.) This Zimbabwe trio has attacked 2APU a? being too 
nod (.rate. It also promises more violence in the fight to "liberate 11 Zirv^abwe. Tna 
M tr?o u appears to have a cordon eource as yet undecided v.hat to call itself. 

Government response to increased and more violent opposition has been to tighten 
up existing security le3islation and to introduce wore stringent laws. The nain h£~ 
di. Lions to the security legislation Five the- Oovort-iont vide povcrs t :> control the 
rovi.::;ent abort the country of suspect individuals and prevent the regrouping of n 
banned organization into a new organization with the sane leadership. 

The African National Congress \ os banned and became the National Democratic 
Party v;hich vas banned and became ZAFu\ all wi th practically the same lender ship. It 
5s expected that ZJ.Tti \ 1 il 1 be banned soon.* Thj N ov Y ork J:r>r.$ (August 22nd) and 
Tine Mr^i-.inr' (Atlantic lid it ion, September 7 th) erroneously reported that if ZAPU 
wre IViiriicl this legislation vould prevent the le^al fornetron of a nr;\: African 
nationalist r^vor.icnt. The so reports were based on early versions of the lav, but as 
it wa.<; finally enacted it is only duplicate or similar leadership which is out laved, 
not duplicate or similar ai;v=s and policies. The Southern Rhodesian Government vo::lci 
welcome a widely supported nationalist party willing to contest the election* There 
vill be no such party 'under this constitution*

In spite of considerable progress in the elimination of discrimination* Sir

More than 8,000 Africans were arrested the first six moat: Us of this year for not car- 
rying proper identification certificates, while Europeans are not required to carry 
identification of any kind* Public education is completely segregated and vastly 
different in availability and per pupil expenditure. Permits are needed to go into 
many Municipal African townships, and rviunicip.il ities have only such authority as 
given thtr^i by the Government* Trade union legislation provides for racially segre- 
gated tranches end devalued votes based on skfcl 1 , which is really a reflection of 
race. Most of Southern Rhodesia in s^ill divided into African and non-African areas 
by the Land Apportionment Act, There is racial discrimination in the police force 
in status* unifoms, etc. The list could be extended- ihc point is thit the South- 
ern Rhodesia n Government: deserves credit which it often doesn't get for advance on 
this front, hut it and the Dritish Government often danage the case by claiming far 
irore than :i:ts actually been accomplished. 

Vol cor., e as are changes toward a nonracial society, it rmst be kept in mind that 
the complete elimination of racial injustice on the legal and social front would not 
solve Southern Rhodesia's problems. The African drive is for the takeover of politi- 
cal pc-var. 

Northern Rhodesia is Campaigning 

Northern Rhodesia is in the midst of an election campaign to implement a new 
constitution vhich all parties dislike but with vhich all are cooperating* The elec- 
tion has been set for October -A**t. 3 c tJ 

Because of the complexities of the constitution (See A frica He po rt Vol* III, No, 
6), the outcome of the election is uncertain. The* race is between the United Nation- 
al Independence Party, the larger of two African nationalist parties, and the United 
Federal Party* UN IP will probably pull through without a clear-cut majority but with 
the nost seats* Irrespective of the outcome, this election marks the point; nt which 
Africans bccor.c a ir-ajority in the Legislative Council* even though they vriil be 
divided anv^ng the various political parties* 

The British will be faced with demands for a new constitution soon after the 
election. The pressure v ■ ill he applied by the Africans, whether it be from the van- 
point of c stable Ai>: can-led Covernrv.c-nt or in the context of political jnsta-

There is no slackening of Malawi opposition to Federation. Visitors to the 
Federation under Federal Government sponsorship are boycotted by Kalat-'l officials and 
often don't bother to &o to Nye; sa land. Letters from Federal officers to Malawi Cav- 
ernnicnt olfices are apt to be cheerfully deposited in the most convenient waste- 
basket. Federal schemes for development are turned down. Nyasaland students have 
been re on I led from Southern Rhode sian institutions and from the University College 
of Rhodesia and Nyasaland in Salisbury and sent elsewhere for education* However, 
Federal functions such as post olfices* health services, and non-African education 
continue to operate unmolested, 

A new conference on constitutional advance for Kyasaland is scheduled for Kov em- 
ber. It looks as if the British have promised Dr. flanda that, in retvrn for not 
rockin3 the boat until after the Northern Ehodcsian election* they will pemit sub- 
stantia I pro- -re as at that time toward his goal of an independent Nyasaland outride 
of the Federation of Rhodesia and Nyasrlcnd.

The feet that this uost turbulent period of industrial unrest in Kenya's hi story 
occurred ff-on after Ton Kbrya novu' from the post of K,F.L, General Secretary to that 
of Labour Minister, and Peter Kibisu, recently returned from a period of study at 
Harvard University, had takou over from bin in the K.F.L., caused a jrrcat deal of 
speculation as to its origin. The feeling v:a.j widespread (a) that this vas an a t- 
ter.pt by I!:. ova's political enemies to eiabarsass the new rclnistsr and undora.ina bis 
strong political position, (b) that co.7iir.uni 5, t influences were at work to wreck the 
Kenya Fe c: e r a t i o :\ of Labour wl ; i c ' \ is a s t a l e c. : 1 r> en\b e r o I the western I n t e j aa t i o na 1 
Confederation of Free Trnue unions.

But between the reaching of agreement over strike issues in Jure nnd the sign- 
ing in nid- September of the Industrial Charter, Kenya suffered yet another strike -- 
this time a nation vide one which affected virtually all African teachers, plus a 
few Asians and Europeans who are in membership of the Kenya National Union of Teach- 
ers. The strike, called on eight counts, including the claim for a basic salary of 
L20 per month (at that time, it vos about fclO per month), a free pension scheme and a 
unified teachers' employment service, involved between 15,000 and 20,000 teachers 
for a three week period* The teachers reluctantly accepted a compromise of About 
half their original d t i;^nds, which means a general increase in salary of between 7^% 
and 12/1, although sorae will benefit by as much as 20%* 

Tht* Financial Positi on 

In the course of negotiating with the teachers the government rvide a significant 
statement on Kenya's general financial position -~ 

"The whole question of the teacher's strike must he considered against the back- 
ground of the Government's overall financial position nnd of the further burdens 
which the government will have to assume on Independence when grant-in-aid will not 
be available towards meeting normal recurrent expenditure* 

'The deficit of the present: 1962/63 budget is some 1,2,500,000, part of which 
relates to special items such as food and famine relief. The basic deficit on 
Kenya's norr.a! recurrent expenditure -- now covered by grant-in-aid --is £600,000, 
assuming that the 1962/63 revenue estimates will be achieved -- which, on the basis 
cf receipts in the first two months of the year, will not be the case. 

"With th.e national income not rising, revenue at existing rates of taxation is 
ir.ore likely to fall than to rise* The Ooverr.ir.ent is focing a prospective deficit on 
normal recurrent expenditure to be r.et fron local resources in 1963 of bom 
13,000,000, and a r.uch greater figure in the following year.,,"

Some 100 or so people have boon sen- 
tenced for illegal oa thing and another sixty comic ted on charges of being in illegal 
possession of 230 oms and *h0 rounds of anxiunition. The areas affected include 
those of Nahuru, Molo, Kericho and Kiar,bu, Many ef the ^un- cache discoveries and 
arrests hsve been r.ade on furoponn owned farms and this has en used $one African lead- 
ers to surest that Europeans have been bribing their fanr, hands to take oaths and 
make guns.

Colonial Office to Duncan Sandys, Reginald Maud ling spent five days in Kenya in July 
to review the progress muo by the two raj or parties, KANU and KADU, in solving the 
details of the outstanding problems in the new draft constitution. Ho v. as obviously 
not content with the progress that had been made for he announced that in view of the 
lpck of agreement, he intended imposing solutions concerning central-regional govern- 
ment pc-'.-erj; in tiui following spheres:- education , health, labour, the public service 
and the special position oi Nairobi,

At the beginning of October the Minister for Land Settlement announced his Min- 
istry's plans for the next five years under this schc:re. By the middle of 1963 scr:o 
200,000 ceres vill have been purchased for settlement* All of the L ,000,000 r.cres 
will be given over to high-density fanning; schetius' involving tlie sub-division of 
plots into an aveiu&e of 16 acres each* Ic is accepted that this vill result in a 
set-back to the eco noisy, but the case of the landless and their consequent threat to 
security has been j:ivcn precedence. TVo large areas nr^r Nakuru and Kitale are be ins 
set aside for permanent large scale farming as a "sort of insurance policy against a 
drop in agricultural production as African re-settlement gets under way* 11 

There is, however, a considerable amount |f speculation as to whether this 
emphasis on helping the landless as opposed to maintaining econc.^c production vill 
be maintained throughout the five year period. 

In addition to these s;:ial 1 farm schemes the Kenya Government is assisting about 
120 Africans to buy farms totalling 45,361 acres* 

There have been other signs of positive progress during the past few months. 
The no st significant of these vas the five day convention in Nairobi entitled "The 
Kenya Ve Kant* 11 It vas primarily the brain-child of Dr. Julius Tiano, the present 
Parliamentary Secretary to Jomr> Kenya tta. It vas sponsored by leading citizens of 
all races from the fields of commerce and industry and government. It received in 
the initial stages *_he blessing of both VJMU and KADU, and an impressive list, of 
s peal, or o , in the m.~in from Kenya was dravn up. It had ambitious ideas of producing

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A VISITOR'S VIEW OF WEST AFRICA 

Many intelligent and world-minded West Africans aro hurt by what seems to then 
the quite inexplicable lack of American interest in French-speaking Africa. Over the 
pr.at few ninths I hr.vo visited 17 Vent Air: can countries, 12 of which are French 
speal-.in;;- Most Americana know the nawer, of the two larger English- speaking countries, 
Nigeria -nd Ghana, an:! some could even add Sierra Leone and Liberia; very few, how- 
ever, could name the countries freed from French colonial status in 1958 and 1959 
which, reached full independence in 1960 and 1961. 

Yet, French-speaking Africa is almost five times as large as the English- -peaking 
area and hac, accord in r, to I960 population estimates, 30 million people, as compared 
with the 44 million in the En^l ish- speaking area. 
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But beneath these problems in Ghann, and much lers apparent to the visitor, ar:* 
eono fascin^iiig c>:]k rlr^ntc, Let T.ie c>te tvo , both in the broad field of education 
and social dovelopr:er. z.

It is the vigor, and 
the unco—promising, non- apologetic quality of the self- criticise that fasci Listen the 
thoughtful coscrvci*. These people are going to get somewhere* 

So, I am not saying that the English-speaking countries are less significant or 
interesting, but rather that ve Americans are palpably ignorant of the French- speaking 
area. It is true that, taken as a group, the French-speaking countries are much wore 
under the influence of their former "netropole" than are the English-speaking coun- 
tries* But they differ po widely smor.g themselves that an over-all judgment is liUcl\ 
to be faulty in detail* Brcrd differences in the extent mid quality of this influ- 
ence may he illustrated by reference to Ivory Coast and Togo* 

In Ivory Const I was told that, taking that portion of the upper public service 
beginning with secondary school teachers up to and including members of the Council 
of Mini: tors, there are probably twice as many Frenchmen as Ivoiriens. This is n 
pretty heavy salting ox metropolitan influence, though not all of these men by any 
means are appointed by the French government, A considerable number cone, for in- 
stance, from Martinique or sonic other French possession, and are professionally on 
their own. President Uouphouet-Boi gny of Ivory Coast handles foreign affairs himself. 
There is no Minister of Foreign Affairs, In the Ministry, where I vent on business, 
the senior official was a Frenchman, a so-called Conseillcr Technique. There is no 
Ivoiricn on duty in this Ministry above the clerical or housekeeping grades, 

To^o, on thL other hand, has asserted its independence by refusing the massive 
French administrative anu financial assistance characteristic of Ivory Coast, It has 
few Frenchmen, and has selectively recruited outside help front several countries, in- 
cluding Germany and Israel, for cv.ample, 

Kbile the political influence of France varies widely, its commercial and ceo* 

ncmic I'.oninancj is striking The two coinages of the area -- Central and kest Africa 
-- kryed to French m^ne.y and guaranteed by France, are set at an unreal is tically hi;;h 
rate oi exchange. An African franc costs two French francs- T:;adc end tnerism are, 
by this pont-tary system and re;; resource subsidies, almost preempted by France* My 
hotel roo:.:s on this trip, frequently at the only decent hotel in a capital city, have 
cost up to $13*50 per night. Meals are typically $3,50 to $4,00, 

£ach capital in the French- sneak ing countries is connected by overnight air serv- 
ice with Paris at lea: t several times a veid;. Air connections among the ;-<.?vcr.\J 
African capitals themselves are less frequent, and with the La ;lish-speaki ng capitals 
arc exceedingly sparse. For example, there it air service only twice weekly from 
Yaounde' (Cancr^un) to C:ma T :v-y (Guinea)* The airline distance is about 1700 nil en, 
Jlyin- tjnc is about 10 hours, but the trip requires three days. This is typical, not 
cxtrc _.:<■.-

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few, These would be wise and able men in any context* To offset their personal 
quality and competence, however, is the Bad lack of able supporting staff, the ab- 
sence of £ irar-evork or tradition of vi<;or and competence in public service, the lack 
of a CGttwo.\ tongue -- even within Pintle countries « which forces all public offi- 
cials in this nodern, swift-paced world to think and to vork in a second language* 
One often has the feeling that these able men are lost in a sea of inefficiency and 
lassitude* Their staff sec;:t entirely unrelated to events as they are. One doesn't, 
after a while, ar>k too much* An American ambassador told me he counted it a hearten- 
ing result of the current U.S. Leadership Grant Program that one African public of- 
ficial came back from his four months in the V.S. and answered his countrymen's qucs- 
tion: "KoJ There is no siesta hour in the U*S*i 1 have seen tr.eft who work. And we 
must learn to work, too, if we are to progress. 1 ' 

We of the West haven't always been helpful. Take these two cases in point: 

In the fa:r.sus de Gaulle referendum of 195S in French Africa, Guinea was the only 
colonial territory to opt for freedom rather than membership it\ the French Corrjnunity. 
Overnight, the stiff French reaction was to stop French assistance programs and to 
vittulra'.: French personnel; it is even said -~ though I cannot personally vouch for 
it — that what equipment the French could not take with then was destroyed. The in- 
evitable happcrc.G. President Sekou Toure, who ca;riC up thro 1:311 a touyh l^bor novemont 
found a ready friend in the U.S.S.R. t and there emerged in Conakry the only compul- 
sively Icft-leanfng state on the continent. There is a sizable Russian program of 
technical assistance in Guinea as a result* Guinea is the only Black African country 
to which a Communist airline flies a regular weekly service -- Prague to Conakry* 
Nov; after the famous snowplov: story ~- for which in any version whatever 1 do not 
vouch -- President Toure is said to be somewhat disenchanted and his relations with 
the West are said to be on the mend* 

Then consider the cc.se of the last small Portuguese enclave in Pah cm. y* When I 
saw it last sunder, it consisted of a block- square overgrown park on the sea some 
miles frc;?. Cotonou, surrounding a burned-out mansion. The story was told to me by a 
responsible Western diplomat* A relic of the 17th century, this quite useless little- 
area housed a Portuguese official end a library in which had been collected documents 
tro-a the time of the earliest; Portuguese visitors -- something like 1482. The date 
doesn't r.itter. This last bit of foreign property was a bit of a thorn in the side 
of the new- fledged Republic* Apparently Dahomey offered all sorts of settlements 
which the Portuguese refused. The enclave might, for instance, have been given reeoc 
nized diplomatic status, or been made a consulate, No, It was Portuguese proper ty , 
and nothing could be done* 

After months of effort, their patit.ncc at an end, the Dahorneyan authorities set 
a final- date ior the removal of thi<; irritating reminder of the bad old colonial days 
See ire, that the ("cverr-: -. ent of Da hurley i.:ear.t business, on the t-ve of the deadline in 
I 'Jul the Portuguese resident burned the mansion, the ir replace ahl* library, and evo'A 
his own car. he vns taken to the border by Dahoveyan authorities to be expelled, and 
had the gall to announce that by his action the honor of Portugal had been saved. 

Wo Americans have done nothing quite like this, but we cannot expect to be com- 
pletely dissociated iron the actions of our French and Portuguese frier. is. 

Americans haven't always been helpful at home, cither* I have recently vir.itet 

a Pi> ci^t trier.'.: in French-speaking Airlca, a n.c :;kcr of hi>> country's Supreme Court.. 

1h- Is ■- visited the U.S., hut says he J ikes us anyway. Hero is the story he told m-e 
an v- looked over his treasured scrapbaaks of thv trip: 
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He said that it vasn't so bad In Washington, D*C* He was the guest of the 
French Ambassador, who took him out to supper and put him aboard the Grey- 
hound Bus for Richmond* M I took the seat of my choice,** he recalled, "and 
talked for a time to the friendly white nan beside me* But at the border 
of Virginia the driver stopped and ordered mc to the back with the other 
blocks* Thev knew where to sit. But I did too. I said 'CK.' and went 
back*" 

This x:a$ the beginning of a series of adventures for him: Richmond, 
Atlanta, Birmingham, New Orleans, Houston, Los Angeles. 1 said to my friend, 
the Judge, "But what about the Mississippi River? The Grand Canyon? The 
Painted Desert:? The Golden Gate?*' He was a bit vague about these. Other 
events seea to have been more vivid* 

In Richmond, in the middle of the night, he felt cold and followed other 
passengers from the front of the bus to get a cup of coffee, "A Negro lady 
pulled nt n\ sleeve as I got up, 11 he said, "and whispered: * You 1 re crar.yj 
You can't do that.' 1 She was right. I couldn't*" People in the back of the 
bus tended to carry their own vnrming fluids; whisky appeared from several 
inside pockets, and he vas offered some. Humanity from any source is want- 
ing* 

In Kew Orleans he got into a taxi, driven by a white man, and asked to be 
taken to Tulane University. "Tulane?" said the driver; "You must mean 
Dillard." Eut he insisted; and, after an argument, was driven there and 
deposited opposite the s^te. "As I went in to deliver my lecture, I saw the 
driver sitting there, watching to see what would happen to me." 

Approaching Los Angeles, he sat in the rear of the bus and played peek-a- 
boo through his laced fingers with a little blonde girl up the aisle, be red 
by the ride, whose mother refused to let her come back to see him* In the 
early morning* adventuring back vhile her mother slept, she climbed into his 
lap and war discovered after some time by a chastened parent, happily 
asleep. "But she was a nice lady," the Judge said. "At the Los Angeles 
depot she said, 'I can't talk to you now, but won't you come to my house for 
tea? Here is the address* ! "

In many of these countries an effort is being made to take the opposition into 
organized political life, to use its skills and loyalties in the common effort. In 
Dahoncy, for instance* the Vice President is the lender of the fomer opposition 
party, now merged with the Government party. His position is honorable nnd useful » 
though one has the impress ion of a certain amount of mutual discomfort* In Gabon, 
the chief of the opposition is Minister of Foreign Affairs. One could cite other ex- 
ample s« 

There is another comparison here, too, which ought to interest Americans, In 
the original system devised by our Founding Fathers* the winner in a national elec- 
tion became President, while the loser, loader of the defeated party, became Vice 
President, Those elections were not the direct, universal democracy which we now re- 
vere, but involved the votes of only a privileged few, cast indirectly, through an 
Electoral College not bound to reflect the will of the voters. The system didn't 
work very well. Differences of political view were too strong to be contained within 
the structure of a functioning government. But the parallel should not escape us. 
In early times, Americans experimented and improvised, just as the Africans are doirij; 
now, and we would not have taken kindly to having anyone tell us what to do or how to 
do it. 

The U.S. Government shows more concern for French Africa than do many of its 
citirens. Ours is the only government with a full-time ambassador and embassy staff 
actually resident in every new country of Black West Africa. This, of course, would 
not be the case if France had not fallen out with Nigeria over the atom bomb test;; 
and had her diplomatic mission sent home. On my checklist of the countries of the 
area, the U. 5.S.K, is represented in only six, and the other Conununist countries in 
£ev;er. Even in the two newest countries, Ruanda and Burundi, independent only since 
July 1, 1962, U.S. missions are being opened. 

Though wy work in Kcst Africa for a private American organization has no connec- 
tion, expressed or implied, with tiie U.S. Government or with national policy, I have 
been for two months almost daily in and out of the American embassies in the area, 
and have developed a forthright respect, and in many cases affection, for the men ;:nd 
women who represent us there. They are typically hard working, dedicated, above nil 
interested in the countries in which they serve and In their people. Many of them 
have volunteered for these posts. In one post I was told jubilantly that the U.S. 
wives' population had just doubled: a nev U.S.I.S. officer had brought his family* 
It is sometimes a lonely life, for the children especially. Every one of our people 
must resolutely leave as tvjch of his cultural baggage behind ae he possibly can, to 
ct:t dov/n harriers of race, of wealth, of possessions, and to help build as many 
bridges of understanding as he can manage. 

There ir* one post in which, during the past year, the Deputy Chief cf Micrion 
died of assorted tropica! diseases, nnd from which several Americans had to be evacu- 
ated by air for treatment at the U.S. Army Hospital In Frr.rhfort, Germany. The 
evacuees are el) back on duty* Nobody quit. 

There is another prist where our ambassador dues not pKy tennis , hi* favorite 
sport, becnu-e all the courts in to\;n are "restricted. 11 1 dun't suppose rruiuy n.-u've 
citizens want to play tennis, but how would it look for our embassador to enjoy hi.'.- 
.*elf on the court with other foreigners, while the local people to whoui we have r>rj. 
hi^i as our representative 1 look on through the fence? I v&.i v:old he in building a 
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court -- at his ovn personal expense — where all can play. 

The strictly diplomatic work of many of these posts is limited. Treaties are 
not concluded very often, and if anything at all is signed, it is likely to be an 
agreement to supply some tons of insecticides, an English teacher* a Peace Corps 
group/ sone road-scrapers, or surplus food for a famine or flood area* We have one 
ambassador vho likes to hike* Though advanced in years, he drove to the end of the 
road in the mountains and walked 13 miles farther to visit the U.S. missionaries nt 
their station, 

VTotnen are rcaking a major contribution in our diplomatic missions in Africa* 
Many a diplomat's wife, beside her family and donestic duties, enlarged by oil sorts 
of tropical problems, labors to arouse interest in the sorts of community activities 
so common in the L\S# and so tragically lacking here. I have a mental imaga of the 
gracious vile of one of our ambassadors r hobbling about her garden with her foot in 
a cast, welcoming local women and children to a movie shoving. In that predominantly 
Muslim country this may have been the only vindew open on the world for these vomen, 
though they were the wives of Ministers and other high officials. We have a voman 
administrative officer at one of our posts, in charge of such fascinating items as 
transport, shipment of goods, leases on staff houses, etc. Her chief said she va s 
doin^ a fine job. k'e have a voman economics officer at another post. I met her 
first sons years ago ot an embassy in Eastern Europe, where her eager interest in the 
economics an;i the art of that difficult area was outstanding* Nov she is a volunteer 
in Africa, zest undiminished , interest keen, "Give* me a developing area, 11 she said; 
"for no the real hardship posts would be Paris, London, Geneva . n And every embas- 
sy has one or more secretaries from hone: a lonesome life for many* and unsung, but 
without when not much would get done. 

There is a lot happening in French Africa" that should be of vital interest to 
Americans* Let's at least give it the benefit of the doubt, as vc are already giving 
it generous technical and financial aid, and, increasingly, human aid in the form of 
the Peace Corps, These countries are tackling some monumental problems.
